10 o'clock, by a scoundrel belonging to com- 
puny I, by tho narno of Palmer Sherman, 
from Ilnaine, and delivered up to n negro 
thief, for a sura luss than the price Judas ru 
ceivetl. Tho "nig" wus choked and jjtig 
ged by thu thief, nnd drugged down to the 
town and lodged in the (ail. Ho was not 
missed in curaptill tlui giuvul came up nuxl 
morning who had guarded the jail during 
tho night. 
As soon tta Ibo Colonel heard 


it ho wroto an order, demanding the pro- 
vost guard to go to thu jail and return 
" Dock " to his camp, or he would be re- 
ported to Washington immediately.

" Dock " or Sherman ? The result was that 
11 Dock " was unanimously ahead. 


Tho Governor of Kentucky has boon in 


consultation a whoio day with tho promi- 
nent men of tho atuto, nnd the conclusion 
lo which they camo was, that tho Governor 
should demand of Gen. Granger, to order 
all commanders of regimonta in Iho state 
to deliver up tU once all contrabands in their 
lines. If ho would do so, and enforce hia 
order, ull well. 
If not, then let till " loyal 


and union men " turn bushwhackers, and 
form behind trees and stumps, from tbo hill 
tops and by the way eide, and continue to 
shoot tho ofliccrs until tho federal army 
would bo willing to respect the laws of Knn 
tucky and the rights of her citizens. The 
right Hev. Mr. Campbell, of Georgetown, 
covered all over with holy-rhorror of aboli- 
tionism, and hypocritical unionism, stiitod 
to me to-day, that bo was one of tho loyal 
junta who had pioualy come to thu above 
conclusion. 


" Why," said he, "a thousand knives an» 


already " whet lo cut Col. Utley'a throat," 
Ho says, with very f«w exceptions, all Ken- 
tucky ia for tho Union j " but," said he, "if 
the laws of congress and tho proclamation 
Aro attempted to be enforced, in violation 
of tho laws of Kentucky, every citizen will 
be in arms against tho government in thirty 
days, nnd all tho Kentucky regiments will 
join them. Tho civil authorities of that 
slate miiHt bo respected, though the heav- 
ens fall."

gor," or the " nigger" without the Union 
— tho "nigger "anyhow. Wisconsin should 
demand, under the circumstances, that her 
regiments bo brigaded together nnd Wis- 
consin generals placed over them. Nobel- 
tor soldiers over shouldered a musket, but 
under Kentucky rulo and policy they nro 
kept seperaio and brigaded with regiments, 
whose backbone (if they ever had one) has 
been drawn out. 
Oh, that Col. Utley was 


a general and had a brigade of Wisconsin 
boys under him, tho lawa of congress and 
the orders ot tho war department would be 
obeyed though all hell (i. e. Kentucky) op- 
posed.- f

EDITOR SENTIKKL :—Ttie agony is " pil- 


ing." 
" Dock," one of the rebel Hogaa's 


contrabanda tbat Col. Utley did'nt deliver 
up on the order of Gen. Gilmore, was de- 
coyed oat of the camp lines last night ahout 
10 o'clock, by a scoundrel belonging to com- 
pany I, by the name of Palmer Sherman, 
from Baciue, and delivered up to a negro 
tbief, for a sum less than the price Judan re- 
ceived. The "nig" was choked and gag- 
ged by the thief, and dragged down to the 
town and lodged in the fail. 
He was not 


missed in camp till the guard carae up next 
morning who had guarded the jail during 
the night. 
As soon us the Colonel heard 


it he wroco an order, demanding the pro- 
voat guard to go to the jail and return 
" Dock" to his camp, or he would be re- 
ported to Washington immediately. 
In 


about half an hour'" Dock1' was escorted 
to the camp, araid the shouts of the whole 
regiment. 
A large ring was formed, and 


both the betrayer and the betrayed were or- 
dered in the center. 
After a most wither- 


ing rebuka from the Colonel to Sherman, a 
vota of the regiment was taken, which was 
moat entitled to the respect of tho regiment, 
" Dock " or Sherman ? The result was that 
" Dock " was unanimously ahead. 


The Governor of Kentucky has bean in 


consultation a whole day with the promi- 
nent men of the state, and the conclusion 
to which they came was, that the Governor 
should demand of Gen. Granger, to order 
all commanders of regiments in the state 
to deliver up at once all contrabands in their 
lines. If he would do so, aud enforce hia 
order, all well. If not, theu let all " loyal 
and union men " turn bushwhackers, and 
form behind trees and stumps, from thehill 
tops and by the way side, and continue to 
shoot the officers until the federal army 
would be willing to respect the laws of Ken 
tuclty and the rights of bar citizens. 
The 


right Rev. Mr. Campbell, of Georgetown, 
covered all over with hol^horror of aboli- 
tionism, and hypocritical unionism, stated 
to me to-day, that ho was one of the loyal 
junta who had piously come to the above 
conclusion. 
" Why," 
said he, "a thousand knives are 


already'whet to cut Co!. Utley's throat." 
He says, with very few exceptions, all Ken- 
tucky is for the Union ; " but," said he, " if 
the laws of congress and tha proclamation 
are attempted to be enforced, in violation 
of the laws of Kentucky, every citizen will 
be in arms against the government in thirty 
days, and all the Kentucky regiments will 
join them. The civil authorities of that 
state mnat be respected, though the heav- 
ens fall."

ger," 
or the " nigger" without the Union 


—the " nigger " anyhow. Wisconsin should 
demand, under the circumstances, that her 
regiments ba brigaded together and 
Wis-

Tho Philadelphia Press says that the 


military authorities at Waahiugton have 
determined to make a diversion iu a differ- 
ent quarter from that now occupied by the 
army of tho Potomac. Ono of our most 
distinguished generals hna expressed tho 
opinion that to take- Richmond uow we 
must temporarily divert the enemy's at- 
tention from hia present fortified base of 
operations.-' No inimediate advance will 
be made upon Richmond by way of Fred- 
ericksburg. After mentioning the modes 
of advance by way of York and James 
river*, tho Press suggests a third by way of 
Suffolk, through Nansemond, Isle of Wight, 
Southampton, Sussex and Prince George- 
countiej, along excellent roads, through n 
level, well-watered plain, seizing Blaudford 
Heights, overlooking Petersburg. 
This is 


a march of fifty-eight miles. In tho latter 
movement wo would have tho cover of 
gunboats in tho James river, if needed, 
and tho privilege of landing reinforcements 
aa high up as City Point, twelve miles be- 
lotr Petersburg, and Coggin's Point, four- 
teen miles below that point. 


From Petersburg, a cavalry oxpedeition 


would bo necessary only to proceed west to 
Burkeaville Junction of the Tennessee and 
Danville railroads and destroy them both. 
It acema to us that if Petersburg were 
once ia our hands it would give us virtual 
possession of tbe entire south, and force 
Gen. Lee to fight his army either to exter- 
mination or submission, without any chance 
of retreat, or means of obtaining supplies 
or reinforcements from the south and south- 
west. 


Tlic Army and Slavery. 


Tho Milwaukee News, of course denoun- 


ces Col. Utloy, and sympathizes with the 
Kentucky judge who pronounces tho con- 
fiscation liuvs of congress and tho emanci- 
pation proclamation of tho President un- 
constitutional and of no validity. 
When- 


ever a slaveholder gets into trouble about 
bid jinman chattels, tho News is in tribula- 
tion nljo. Its democracy consists in de- 
fending and shielding'from barm tho worst 
aristocracy that csista on tho face of God's 
earth. 
IIow it is possible that such news- 


papers can delude laboring men into the 
support of a party-which haa but one end 
and aim, and that ia to support a set of 
nristoorata who degrade labor by buying 
and selling thoso who do their work, is one 
of tho strangest things in the history of 
tho race. A negro cannot fall into the 
raukg of the Union army anywhere with- 
out producing spasm on tho part of the 
News and its fellow democrats. It is in 
this cnse, as iu all others of this nature. 
Col. Utley ia wrong and the Kentucky 
slaveholder is right, in tho eyes of the sla- 
very worshippers. 


The News declares that " the colonel be- 


lieves th&t on the subject of slavery the 
laws of Wisconsin should prevail in Ken- 
tucky." Thia U a false statement of the 
case. The colonel believes that the United 
States army is governed by the same laws 
everywhere throughout tho country. 
The 


articles of war controlling our troops in the 
field are not changed by the laws of Ken- 
tucky, but are tho same there aa in Wiscon- 
sin, or Tennessee, or Mississippi. Colonel 
Utley reads the lawa of congress and finds 
that no ono connected with tho army has a 
right to judge of the status of tho negro, 
or to deliver any one claimed as u slave to 
liia master. Must ho obey this law or vio- 
late it ? Tho News would Lave him rebel 
against national enactments ^accommo- 
date tho aristocrats of Kentucky, who think 
more of robbing a negro of hid labor than 
of the blessings of a republican govern- 
ment. We are not snrpriaed that Colonel 
Utley repudiates such doctrines, and wo re- 
joico that ho has the firmness to stand un- 
flinchingly upon hia rightful position in tho 
face of blusturing slaveholders and sympa 
tbisers with treason. We vcuturo tho pro- 
diction that Col. Utley ia, to dav, the most 
popular commander in this state whom 
Wisconsin has sent into tho field, because 
Lo has tho "backbone" to stand by hia 
principled nnd hia duty against all tho arts, 
blandishments and frowns of the ariatocrats 
of Kentucky. Tho people spontaneously 
honor him wherever the account of hia 
conflict with tho chief justice of that state 
ia known and read. 


Col. Utluy does not stand alone- in Ike 


army, on this question, aa the following or- 
der of Gen. Sherman will show :

To PRESERVE POTATOES.—Tho potato 


crop is too valuable this season to be lost 
by rot, if it can ho saved. A correspond- 
ent of the Scientific American says he has 
tried tho following plan of keeping potatoes 
for four yeara, and not lost a bushel in that 
time alter they were harvested, though they 
were half diseased when taken out of tho 
ground: 


Dual over the floor of tho bin with lime 


and put in about six or seven inches deep 
of potatoes, and dust with lime as before. 
Put in six or seven inches more of pota- 
toes, and lima na before; repeat tho opera- 
tion till all nro stowed in that way. One 
bushel of lime will do for forty buahola of 
potatoes, though more will not hurt them 
—tho liinu rather improving the fluvor than 
otherwise.

TEEASURY NOTKS AND SMALL CURRENCY.— 
Serious charges have been preferred against 
tho contractors for printing the treasury 
note's and small currency. They receive 
the highest prices for paper, and aro using 
H very inferior article, Tho engraving is 
said to be even worse. Some of it, which 
ia contracted to be done on the " eccentric 
lathe," is produced by what is called a 
" roau," an instrument in the hands of ev- 
ery counterfeiter and jeweler. Many of the 
designs are from old dies, which havo been 
multiplied by hundreds. The ink is claim- 
ed to bo patent,' but on most of the notes 
is not green, as is tho genuine, aud as has 
b'ecn tested by chemists, and found to bo 
of a spurious nature—a great saving to the 
contractors.

ing general—tho sending into action tho right and thy 
loft divisions—the closing up of tho center and (inul 
success—excite bewildering agitation, and carry tho 
mind to tho great fields of Austerlitz and Wagram, 
fought by Ni>;ioleon. Of all this have I spoken. The 
heart history of such a conflict, purchased by the life 
and blood of twenty thousand men, must bo found in 
the hospitals. War has its glories—but it has ita ten 
thousand demons in these human tortures, tha.t make 
the eye-halla ache—the heart ache—the lips pftlHd ami 
the brain reel, Thu Bight is at first foaitivuly unendur- 
able.
